Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. Applicant argues that the CrTi layer suggested 
by Chang et al. does not meet the claim limitations directed to "a Ti thin fihn." 

The examiner respectfully disagrees with Applicant's interpretation of this limitation. 
The limitation "a Ti thin film" has been interpreted to be open to unrecited components in 
addition to the specifically recited Ti. Thus, the CrTi layer taught by Chang et al. meets this 
claim limitation. In the absence of closed claim language (e.g., a thin film "consisting of Ti"), 
the examiner maintains that it is reasonable to interpret the aforementioned Umitation to be open 
to unrecited components.
